I am, in this column, going to 
let all of you know what the 
pulse of T/S world is doing out- 
side of our own local area. I 
hope that it will help you in 
some small way.

I have spent approximately 5 
hours on CIS during the 4 weeks 
ending August 15th. In those 
hours, I can honestly say that a 
good 80% of the messages on the 
TIMEX FORUM were in direct or 
indirect reference to disk 
drives. They were all mentioned, 
AERCO, RAMEX, TIMEX FORTUGAL and 
even RESEARCH SERVICE LABS. 


Of the systems talked about, the 
only one that seems to be in 
wide use is the AERCO. This unit 
is now using ROM vers. 8.6 and 
is still a long way from final 
form. Some of the talk came in 
the form of speculation as to 
whether or not it would ever be 
truly "final". A lot of the 
messages were in reference to 
adapting different programs and 
routines to the disk. 


The second most talked about 
system, as you would imagine, 
was the ZEBRA(TIMEX F) system. 
There are now about 25 of these 
units in use in the USA. There 
will be no more available until: 
the middle of Sept., 1985. They 
are too new to know or pass 
judgement about their perfor~ 
mance. So far, they seem to be 
everything that was promised. 
The one great advantage that 
this system has over the comp- 
etition is the fact that the 
DOS, known as TOS (TIMEX OPER- 
ATING SYSTEM) uses the commands 
that are already on your 2068. 
That means that you don’t have 
to learn a new set of commands. 
TOS uses the commands that were, 
until now, unused. They appear 
on the top row of keys. We will 
have to wait and see how they do 
in the market. The only supply 
at present is ZEBRA SYSTEMS in 
NEW YORK. They are also the only 
ones who guarantee these units. 


As for RAMEX, that is one name 


that is not too well accepted on _ 


the net. It seems that they are 
not dealing too well with their 
customers. 


I have only seen a couple of 
references to RESEARCH SERVICE 
LABS disk system. Both of them 
were to the effect that the 
system was close to the AERCO 
system. We may see more from 


this company. 


Other items of interest on CIS 
included several favorable notes 
about LOADER IV, the MTERM add- 
on program. Some discussion was 


present about the QL. 


I might note here that since 
COMPUTER AND ELECTRONICS MAG-— 
AZINE quit, and they pulled 


their support off CIS, 


we have 


been lucky to have FAMILY COMP- 
UTING step in and allow the TS 
users to use their forum. After 
the lack of interest on their 
part in putting TS related mat- 


erial in the magazine, 


I never 


would have guessed that they 
would be the ones to save us on 
CIS. We owe FAMILY COMPUTING at 


least a big THANK YOU!

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TRANSFER FILES 
WITHOUT RETYPING 
PROFILE 2068 
By: ROD GOWEN 


If you, like me, purchased a new 
copy of PROFILE 2068 with all of 
the modifications already in it, 
you have found yourself with the 
task of retyping everything in 
your files into the new copy. 


NOT NECESSARY!!! 


The book is not too clear on how 
to transfer files, so here is 
how to do it. These are direct 
from the author, THOMAS B. WOODS 
with many thanks. 


FIRST PHASE: Load your original 
file, the one you have filled, 
and do the following. 


Break into BASIC by DELETEing 
the left quotes and ENTERing 
STOP. : 


With BASIC LISTing on screen, 
enter PRINT p. This will tell 
you how many BYTES of data are 
in D$, which is your file. Write 
this number down. 


Then type in this line: 


PRINT PEEK 23627+256*PEEK 23628 


Write down the answer you get 
and add 6 (six) to it. This nua- 
ber is the starting ADDRESS of 
your files. With this infora- 
ation you can now SAVE your. 
files as raw BYTES by using the 
following direct command: 


SAVE "FN"CODE AAAAA,BBBB 


“FN" stands for FILENAME, the 
ABABA stands for the ADDRESS, 
the BBBB stands for the number 
of BYTES, all of which you found 
by the method above. 


Once you have SAVEd the raw 
BYTES you can now reset the 2068 
by turning it off and back on. 


SECOND PHASE: Now LOAD the new 
version of PROFILE 20468 into the 
2068 and proceed as follous: 


Go to BASIC as you did before 
and repeat the procedure to find 
the starting ADDRESS of your 
file area in memory. It will be 
a different number than with the 
first file. Write this number 
down for use in LOADing your 
files. That line again, was: 


PRINT PEEK ASBAISARERTERN 23628 


As before, add & (six) to the 
answer and you have the start- 
ing ADDRESS of the area to which 
you want to put your files. Use 
the following line to LOAD your 
file DATA into the new version: 


LOAD "FN*CODE AAAAA,BBBB 


Again, the "FN" is the FILE- 
NAME, the AAAAA is the ADDRESS 
in the NEW PROFILE, and the BBBB 
is the number of BYTES that you 
SAVEd from the first PROFILE. 


After your DATA is LOADed, you 
must enter the following line: 


LET P=BBBB 

This will reset your file size 
to accept the DATA. Once that is 
done, type in GO TO 1 and, if 
you have done it right, your 
files will be safely in the new 
version of PROFILE 2068 and look 
at how much typing was saved!
